A singular fact, nod one worthy to lie 


recorded, wiia mentioned to us a few 
days sinco liy Mr. Alexander llr.iku, of 
Albnm.irle. H« statel that whilst on 
a visit to ii noiuhbor his attention w.is 
called to a lurge peach orclinrd, evory 
tree of. which wns totally destroyed by 
the r.wajjea of tliu worm, witli the ex- 
cfi'lion of three, and these were the 
most thrifty iinrt ll.mrisliiiiK praoh tiws 
ho ever saw. 
Tito only cause of theli 


sii]«5rioiity known lo tliu host was an 
ex|>primpiit mailo in consfi|iiencc of ob- 
nerving that those purls of worm-eaten 
limber into which nails hud been driven 
were Renenillv sound. 
When his trees 


were about a year old. In, hail .selected 
thrcu of them and dtiveii a lciii>enny 
nail throush tliu body, as near 
th<> 


;;routi(l as ]»wsil)le. Whilst t he bal.inco 
of the orciiiuil liad gradually i'ailed, 
and linnlly yielded to Hie. worms, tlic.su 
three trees, selected at rumlnm, treated 
precisely in the same, manner with the 
exception of 
tl>,. nulling, had always 


been vigorous and healthy, furnishing 
him at that period with the. gieatest 
pi'ifnakm of the most lueious fruit. It 
is supposed that the salt of iron furnish- 
ed by the nail Is offensive to the worm, 
whilst it is harmless, or perliaps benell- 
cial, to the tree.
